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Past Military Control of the Tungan Aren 


1, In September 1945 the local populase of ths Tungan - Mishan aren organised a 
Peace Prenervation Corps for the preservation of law and order and for defense 
egeinet Communists and bandite. The total strength of this unit was about 700, 
the majority of whom were poorly equipped. The first Comaunist troops to enter 
Mishen were Jocel irregulera who took the town in April 1946 after the Peace Pre- 
servation Corps retreated to the mountaine to wege guerrilla wirfarc, The Peace 
Preservation Corps returned and, with the aid of ths leosl populace, recaptured 
the town. However, in May 1946, regular Communist troope from China proper cams 
and completely dispersed this enti-Comunist Peace Preservation Corpe. During the 
pest few months, small groups of these men have been going to other eress to join 
larger Nationslist underground units, but locally the Communists are in complete 
control. There is no organized resistance, and the only kuown example of sabotage 
against the Co-munists ccourred at Nutanchiang on 4 November when a railroad car 
loaded with gasoline was set on fire. It is believed that the militery events 
above mentioned are typical of these which occurred in other enell and underpop- 
ulated distriote in eastern Manchuria. 


&. It is eatimted that there are less than 3700 regular Communist troops in the 
entire Turgan erea headquarters. There are about 150 additional local troops in 
the area, but these forces are poorly equipped, and desertions are frequent. On 
20 October irregular Communist troops passed through Mishan from Hulin (138-48, 
45-59) to an unknown destination. wo or three train loads of Communist regulareg 
were being move: in the dirsotion of Chang shun per night. 
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Bven amony the regular troops of the Communist aray, irregulerity in uniforms 

ie wideapreed. fhe basic uniform is greenish-yellow, and oll types of leggings 
are worn bith it. Most of the troops weer fur cops ia the northern districts 

et present, amd « few heve Jepsaeee arny helmets. in the sorthern dis- 
triots weer Keachurian hay-stuffed overshess (Maluerh) & mn of the cold. Nene 
wore compiste Japenese waiforns, but weeslly some hed Jaganece funios, ethers 
Japanese trousers sad leggings, end others Japanese everscates. Several Conmemict 
officers wore a full Soviet uniform, bet these wre linited to cas or tuo umn te 
eaeh regisent, usuall: the Commandigg Cffiéer and his Executive Cifieer. The

The officers of the regular army end the loca) irresulars do not weer in- 
signis of rank, but officers are recognizable because they have outside 

pockets, whereas the enlisted men have slit pockets in their tunies. In eadition, 
many of the enlisted men carry sideerms as well as rifles, but the offleers carry 
only aidearms. All officers ani men wear @ petch on the upper part of the left 
arm which identifies them es "Northeast Democratic Cambined Aray". There are ao 
unit or army patch insipnias, and troupes of both the 8 Route Army and the New 4 
Aray and irrerulars Leve been seen wer ring the rane vwetoh. The anfsority of the 
tro.ps in the regular arcy hsve greenish-yellow overcorts with cotto. sul ped-.ing 
ana white linings. . . 


At present factories at Tungan, und sone in other pleces, ere manvfasturlar over~ 
costs. Most of the officers heve overcouts that formerly ‘elonged to the Js penese 
Arey. In Yulin e few irreguler Coununist troops he perts of Soviet wiforas be- 
lieved riven to tiem when the Sovie! oc upetion forces withiren. however, none of 
these "hel*> unifor:.s" were observed elseviere. .

The regular Com. unist troope seen in Uvtenchiane between 2 ond & Noventer were 

equi, ped with Japanese model 38 rifles, oe per mas, a full choulder-to-enist 

atrip 6: a ounition (estim.ted bout se -enty rounds), and usually two or three 

hand ¢reodea apiece. To every 100 me:. there wire txo or three Light nechine 

euns 0. Japanese make. ‘There were «pprosiratealy two howitzers, about four inches 

in celibre, per battalion.

Most of the irrer-ulurs:in the bulin aret wer> ejuipped with model 28 rifles, but 
ebout one-sixth of them had Puppet Ary model 44 rifles, and a few had the very 
old, incide barrel type rifles. There were only one or two Japenese-mude light 
machire guise among tiese troops, but tiere were five or #ix with @ cirovlar dru: 
mapetine on top; these were described as tne st me type the Soviets had used. it 
is stated thet several of thsse light mohine runs rere Given to local Cocmunist 
irregular :oroes when the Soviets left. 


Several tre‘n loads of groin going east from the “utunchisng area were seen. The 
Communists have repair shops at ‘utenchiang and other places for weepons and aotor- 
ized equippment. Some Communist troupes suid that they hai to seve the braes casings 
fror ell shells, Lecsuse « factory at Nenchiung makes new shells from these. it 
wes belixved that the Cosmuniet army was short of ammunition of all types, and thet 
they were ssking their own, but this was desoribed as osin- inferior quality. 
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tanks. than 400 Japanese and about an equal nusber of Chinese work 
lory, with the forner constituting the main skilled labor. The 
Japanese were vrought in by train with their families and forced to work. 
They are supposed to receive over 300 yen apiece each month, with extra

more tanks and several planes are believed to have been conditiondd there. 
These p » geen from a distance of a quarter of a mile, appeared to 
be single-notored, ani were thought to be ex-Japanese zeres, No armanent 
was visible on them.

and that these pilots voluntarily joined the Commmists in June 1946.

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In duly 1946 there were approximately 5,000 wounded Commmist troops recuper- 
ating at a rest hospital et Tuncan. (QE §ote’ “tr. CHEW of the Nen- 
chiang Provincial Association indicated that at present the main centers 

for wounded troops are Nenchiang (Mergen) (125-13, 49-11), utanchiang, and 
Chiemussu (130-21, 46-49), whereas formerly the centers were Harbin and 
Teiteihar (123-57, 47-22). . . 


Traingng 


The few regular troops in the ‘ishan area are drilled every day from 0300 
+o g§00. Thore is no training after daybreak. This is aleo true of several 
companion pf regular Comunist troops seen at 'utanchiang. lost regular 
ot, roops, especially those who came from China proper (Note: Mainly 

rth Ching) are well-equipped and well-trained for battle. The morale of 
sugh troops is vory high as contrasted with that of the local irregular 
Communist troops, who very frequently desert. 


Titre are two training schools at Tungan, one a flying and aero-mechanics 
school with Japanese teachers, and the other an artillery school with Chinese 
teachers. There are anproxirately 100 soldiers enrolled in each. There is 
also a Women's Political Party School at Tungan with an enrollment of approx- 
imately 300. It is thought that in addition to the teaching of Communist 
orinciples, this school is responsible for the training of women agents for 
use in umerground and espionage activities in Wationalist areas. 


There has been no recruiting, but the reason for this is the intense under- 
current of anti-Communist feeling in the Mishan district. Some recruitment 
of local. inhabitants for the Communist army has been reported at Chiamussu. 
Persons living in the Tunvan area were recruited in August and September, 
but because a large number of them deserted, there has been no further draft. 
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
